Financial Hardship On Business Cited... 
Purchase Of S. Street Parcel Delayed; Council Reaffirms 
Special Meeting Called For Monday Tuckahoe Vote 


The attempted second land purchase by the 
town this month has been delayed until a special 
meeting on Monday evening, June 24th. Councilor 
Gary E. Suffriti used a charter objection at the 
council’s Monday, June 17th meeting, a 
parliamentary move that automatically thwarts a 
vote until the next council meeting. 

Suffriti, who last week indicated he may sup- 
port the purchase, said new information given at 
Monday night’s meeting points to financial hard- 
ship on the present owners of the property if the 
town buys the parcel. ‘ldo not want to put Mitch’s 
Nursery out of business,” he said. “! can’t believe 
the insensitivity towards business that exists with 
some members of this council.” 

The town is attempting to buy 10.9 acres of land 
on South Street for a future fire station for 
$200,000. The town is exercising its first right of 
refusal on the agricultural land because the 
parcel has received tax breaks under state law. 
The town used a similar procedure to take 
Tuckahoe Turf Farm in Feeding Hills but also 
voted to take the land by eminent domain, if 
necessary. 

The eminent domain procedure was not sought 
by Mayor Christopher C. Johnson on this parcel. 
The town’s 120-day allowance to authorize buying 
the land (under Chapter 61A) expires on July 4th. 

Money Held In Escrow 

Russo Construction of Agawam has already 
paid the current owners of the land, Mitch’s Real- 
ty Trust, the $200,000 purchase price. According 
to Steven Micelotta, one of the owners of the adja- 


cent Mitch’s Nursery, the money is now in an 
escrow account being held by the bank. 

Mitch’s Realty Trust also is hoping to sell to 
Russo Construction Company three more acres in 
the back of the parcel for an additional $85,000, 
according to Micelotta. 

He told councilors Monday night during 
Citizen’s Speak Time that he proceeded with his 
contract with Russo Construction after his own 
legal counsel was told in March by Town Solicitor 
Thomas S. Locke that at that time the Mayor was 
not interested in the property. 

Mitch’s Nursery temporarily went out of 
business in January due to financial problems, 
Micelotta said, and it was through the sale of the 
land to Russo that the bank allowed Mitch’s to 
reopen in the spring. 


“The $200,000 satisfied the bank. And the addi- 
tional three acres, which the bank did not force 
me to sell (for $85,000), will help Mitch’s Nursery 
get back on its feet,” Micelotta told councilors. 

“If the Town of Agawam purchases this land for 
a fire station, it will lock-up the back three acres 
(and make them worthless) and this will decimate 
us (Mitch’s Nursery) again,” said Micelotta. 

He said the business, which has been run for 17 
years on Suffield Street, is paying daily interest to 
the bank because the $200,000 already received 
from Russo Construction is being held in escrow 
(therefore the bank does not have actual access 
to the funds),

Vote Called Illegal... 


Despite failing in his attempt to rescind the 
June 7th vote when Town Council voted to buy 
Tuckahoe Turf Farm in Feeding Hills for $1.1 
million, Town Councilor Gary Suffriti today 
blasted council President James D. Taylor for 
“Sweeping under the rug” what Suffriti calls “an 
illegal vote” taken by the council to authorize the 
purchase. 


At Monday night's council meeting, Suffriti, 
who voted against the purchase on June 7th, 
repeatedly attempted to show Taylor and 
members of the council that the issue was not 
properly tabled following a tense public hearing 
on June 1st. 


According to minutes of the June 1st meeting 
produced by Suffriti, the council, according to 
him, properly defeated the purchase in a 6-5 vote 
on June 1st. 


No Second Was Offered 
Following this, Suffriti said, the meeting’s 
minutes show that no second was offered when 
council Vice-President George Bitzas moved to 
table the issue until the June 7th meeting. 


This came immediately after Councilor Thomas 
Ennis moved to reconsider the 6-5 vote followed 
by a proper second by Councilor Nancy Gravel, 
Suffriti said.

Quoting from the minutes, Suffriti said Taylor 
then said, ‘Motion has been made to reconsider 
TR-93-23 (authorizing the $1.1 million loan order to 
purchase Tuckahoe Turf Farm) and to table the 
reconsideration. All in favor of the tabling mo- 
tion?” 

“What the council did in its zeal to railroad this 
purchase through was to vote on two motions in 
the same motion at the June ist meeting,” accor- 
ding to Suffriti. “There was absolutely no second 
when George Bitzas made his motion to table, 
which came right after Tom Ennis made his mo- 
tion to reconsider. This is no sour grapes on my 
part. | just think the town is putting itself deeper 
and deeper into a legal abyss on this.” 

Council Acted Properly 

Several councilors, including Edward A. Caba 
and Ennis, were emphatic at Monday night’s 
meeting that the council had acted properly in 
purchasing the property. Caba said he was certain 
that the town’s position would hold in court. 

Ennis also chastised comments that the coun- 
cil was somehow surpressing debate on the pur- 
chase. 


Monday night Taylor ruled two motions by Suf- 
friti that were on the agenda out of order. The first 
was rescinding the town’s loan order of $1.1 
million which approved taking the farmland under 
its first right of refusal (Mass. Law 61 A). 


The second was rescinding the vote which 
authorizes the town to take the property by emi- 
nent domain. Mayor Christopher C. Johnson had 
previously told councilors that approving the emi- 
nent domain process would serve as an insurance 
policy in the event the town is challenged in court 
by first taking the land under 61A. 

Local developer Ralph DePalma, spokesman 
for an investment group seeking to buy the pro- 
perty, said at the June 1st public hearing that the 
town has no right to exercise its first option on 
Tuckahoe Turf Farm because the land will remain 
farmland for the time being. 


DePalma indicated following the town’s June 
7th vote that the investment group will likey 
challenge the town in court over rights to the land. 

Taylor said Monday night Suffriti’s two motions 
to rescind were out of order because the council 
has previously acted on them (at the June 7th 
meeting). Taylor also said the town has already 
drafted an agreement with the present owners of 
the 292-acre parcel.

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When Councilor Joanne Willis challenged 
Taylor’s ruling, the council voted 8-3 to uphold 
him. Mrs. Willis, Suffriti, and Councilor Louis 
Russo dissented. . 

Will Sell Pine Street Lots 

Suffriti’s attempt to thwart the Mayor from sell- 
ing lots on Pine Street (which is also part of 
Tuckahoe Turf Farm) also fell in an 8-3 vote (Mrs. 
Willis and Russo also dissented). > 

Both Suffriti and Russo said they had problems 
with the town selling land for profit after taking it 
by eminent domain. Z 

Russo said he wished to make it clear, however, 
that he still fully supports Agawam “owning 
Tuckahoe Turf Farm.” 


Councilor Walter A. Balboni quickly retorted 
that one of the main reasons he supported the 
purchase was because of the various ways 
Johnson demonstrated to the council how the 
town can offset the $1.1 million purchase price, 
such as selling off the lots on Pine Street. 


After the meeting Suffriti again said the council 
bungled the vote to purchase the land, adding, 
“What the council did was wrong. It’s all in the 
minutes. | think their arrogance has put the town 
in a bad position. | think we will get blown-out if it 
goes to court. They just didn’t want to hear and 
discuss what | had to say.” 

He said that at the June 7th meeting, the coun- 
cil voted individually on both Bitzas’ motion to 
table and Ennis’ motion for reconsideration. “Yet 
at the June 1st meeting, both of these motions 
were voted for in one motion. How do you explain 
that? | think Agawam is breaking new ground in 
parliamentary procedure.” 

Former council President Donald M. Rheault 
appeared at Citizen’s Speak Time and also cau- 
tioned the council on its action. According to 
Rheault, the council never properly tabled or 
rescinded the 6-5 vote at the June 1st meeting. ‘| 
think what you (the council) did is very clear,” 
Rheault said. 

Also during Citizen’s Speak Time, several 
Feeding Hills residents living near the property, 
including Peter Hanson of Hendom Drive, Muriel 
White of Elmar Drive, Alice Ditomaso of Hendom 
Drive, and Jill Simpson of Elmar Drive, again urg- 
ed the council to reaffirm its positive vote on pur- 
chasing Tuckahoe. 

Several stated the land was important to future 
generations of the community and that the majori- 
ty of residents in town supported buying the pro- 
perty.

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Set Business Back 

Micelotta also said that the complete 
reconstruction of Suffield Street in front of his 
business two years ago “set us back for four mon- 
ths” and seriously injured the financial stability of 
the nursery. 

Micelotta received sympathy from several 
councilors, including Suffriti and Councilors 
Joanne Willis and Louis Russo. 

Council President James. D. Taylor said ina 
published report Wednesday morning that the 
back three acres “was an irrelevant issue” 
because no valid purchase and sales agreement 
was available for those acres.

In the spr- 
ing of this year, | requested a meeting of the Coun- 
cil and Mayor to review each department's an- 
ticipated and unanticipated expenses to provide a 
realistic appraisal of each department’s needs.” 

Willis stated, ‘“These workshops will become a 
reality under my administration. From my vantage 
point as a two-term councilor, | understand that 
the review and the adoption of the annual 
operating budget is the single most important 
function of the Town Council. 

"All of a sudden, after years of naysaying and 
doomsday predictions, we are told all things are 
possible—land purchases, raises, etc.,”’ she said, 
adding, ‘“‘We’ve played hide and seek with the 
budget and expenditures long enough. The Town 
Council and the citizens should know how and 
where every penny is spent, and whether or not 
every penny has gone toward the purpose for 
which it was appropriated. 

“It is my hope that the next Council will operate 
with the benefit of all available economic and 
financial information relative to the Town’s fiscal 
health. With finite amounts of revenue and local 
aid, fiscal responsibility depends upon a full and 
complete understanding of the budgetary pro- 
cess,” concluded Willis.

Fire In The Kitchen— 
Put A Lid On It 


The majority of accidental fires in the home 
start in the kitchen. Property damage could be 
drastically reduced if people only knew what to do 
when confronted with a kitchen fire. The Agawam 
Fire Department suggests the following steps 
when confronted with a fire in the kitchen. 

If the fire is confined to a pan on top of the 
stove, slide the lid across the pan and leave it 
there. Do not attempt to move the pan outdoors 
because you may burn yourself or spread the fire. 


e Never throw water or flour on a burning pan. 
Water will spread the flames and flour will actual- 
ly explode! 

e Do not turn on the exhaust fan over the stove. 
This would suck the fire inside the walls of your 
home. If the fire is in your oven, turn off the heat 
and leave the door closed to cut off the fire’s air 
supply. 

e Install a fire extinguisher in the kitchen. Make 
sure it is easily accessible in the event of a grease 
or oven fire. When purchasing a fire extinguisher 
for kitchen use, make sure the extinguisher is 
rated for Class ABC fires to insure its acceptabili- 
ty for use on kitchen fires. 


If the fire is inside the oven, close the oven 
door. This action should smother the fire. 

If the fire is too large to safely cover, or for your 
fire extinguisher, leave the house immediately 
and call the fire department from a neighbor's 
telephone. Trying to fight a fire yourself when it’s 
too large can cause far more extensive damage 
and can result in more serious, unnecessary in- 
jury. 

As a preventive action, keep your cooking ap- 
pliances—including stovetops, burners, oven, 
and broilers—clean. Built-up grease can flare up 
easily, causing dangerous and damaging fires. 
And, keep combustible materials (paper towels, 
dish towels, paper bags, cookbooks, and food 
packaging) away from the stove or other heat 
source. 

Keep your kitchen fire-safe.

Rudy Altobelli captured the bronze medal in 
tennis singles and reached the quarterfinals in 
doubles. Altobelli played in 120-degree, on-court 
temperatures and played as many as three mat- 
ches a ay 

Janice Bonk made Agawam’s shuffleboarders 
very proud by earning a fourth-place ribbon after 
facing stiff competition by some champion shuf- 
fleboard players. ns 

The National Committee did a wonderful job in 
showing our athletes an exciting week in Baton 
Rouge. A riverfront Mardi Gras was one of the 
highlights of the week, and the paraders threw 
doubloons and beads as they marched and rode 
on beautiful floats.

‘Don’t Force Your 
Morality On Me!”’ 


The reality of “evil” or “sin” or “wrong” has 
never been comfortable for us, for it involves guilt, 
weakness, and failure. In addition, “wrong” im- 
plies accountability to someone else for my 
behavior. What to do with this disturbing pro- 
blem? 

Well, we have come up with a “solution” to the 
problem of morality that sounds great: Right and 
wrong. is a personal matter; “You Decide For 
Yourself!” Bingo! No accountability, no guilt, no 
person telling me what to do. You'll see this idea 
everywhere. 


The homosexual yells to the man holding the 
“Homosexuality ls Wrong” sign, “Don’t force your 
morality on me!” The young lady in the interview 
who says, “I don’t think abortion is right for me, 
but | wouldn’t force my idea on someone else.” 
The teacher who tells the students: “All ideas of 
right and wrong are equally valid.” 

These kinds of statements reflect two ideas. 
The first is that morality is relative; it changes 
based on circumstances and cultural ideas. 
“Wrong” is different things to different people. 
This counters the ideas that morality is absolute, 
that certain things are always wrong, regardless 
of opinion or culture. 


lf morality is relative, then no one would have 
the right to “impose” a moral idea on you. 
However, if morality is absolute, it applies to you 
and me, regardless of whether someone “im- 
poses” it on us. 

The second idea reflected in these statements 
is that morality is determined by the individual. 
Since morality is not absolute, then you decide 
what is right or wrong for yourself. The corollary is 
that | do not have the right to tell someone else 
what is right or wrong for them. 

These ideas sound good, but we must ask if 
they are true and if we are prepared to live with the 
consequences of this kind of thinking? | suggest 
that they are not true, that no one holds them con- 
sistently, and that they create far more problems 
than they ‘‘solve.”

Is morality truly relative? If so, then there is no 
behavior or action that is always wrong. We must 
be prepared, then, to say that rape, child abuse, 
and racial prejudice may be wrong in some cases, 
but not always. To tell someone that they are 
wrong would be imposing our ‘morality’ on them. 

1 do not know one person who would say that 
rape or child abuse could sometimes be right, but 
if morality is relative, then that would be an ac- 
curate statement. There is no behavior that is 
always wrong. 

ls morality really determined by the individual? 
Does each person decide for himelf with no ac- 
countability to any other standard? Let me ask: 
Do you believe that Hitler’s extermination of Jews 
was wrong? If so, are you not imposing your idea 
of morality on him? 

He made a personal decision based on his idea 
of the superiority of the Aryan race. If morality is 
personally determined, you cannot say that his 
actions were wrong. In addition, we have no right 
to restrict the behavior of anyone else. Any kind of 
jaws infringe on the moral decisions of the in- 
dividual. 


If you insist that morality is relative, | challenge 
you to live that idea consistently. Don’t become 
angry, or press charges, or bring a lawsuit when 
your property, family, or person is violated due to 
the choice of another person. 

Don’t ever tell your children or anyone else that 
some behavior is wrong; you are best to just 
eliminate “right” and “wrong’’ from your 
vocabulary. F 

Even though it is impossible to consistently live 
as if morality is relative, the message has taken 
its toll. For instance, we tell young people, “Don’t 
let anyone force their morality on you,” then 
wonder why drug abuse, date rape, violence, and 
suicide among young adults continue to increase. 
They are living the message more consistently 
than we; the problem is the message! 

Don’t buy the lie! Morality is absolute; some 
things are right and some things are wrong. The 
big question that remains: What is it that makes a 
behavior right or wrong? Let’s talk about it in a 
couple of weeks!

Issues Support For 
Expansion Of Big E 


Grand Opening At V & F Auto Parts

The Agawam Chamber of Commerce recently 
surveyed its 200 businesses to determine if they 
should support the efforts of its neighbor in the 
expansion of the Big E from its current 12-day run 
to 17 days. Both the Greater Springfield Chamber 
and West Springfield Chamber have voted to sup- 
port the efforts of the Big E. ; 

The survey showed that 59% of Agawam’s 
businesses were in favor of the expansion, while 
34% were not in support of it. Seven percent re- 
mained neutral. New Chamber President Kurt 
Welker stated that the Board of Directors decided 
to remain neutral in supporting the Big E expan- 
sion even though the majority were in favor. 

“We felt that the minority was a large enough 
percentile against the extra five days that we just 
could not support it, and that it was best to remain 
neutral in this case,” Welker said. “‘It’s not that we 
do not want to see it happen. It’s just that the 
benefits to the businesses in Agawam are pro- 


een, ite z bably too small, while businesses do suffer from 
the extra traffic.

Agawam is in a different position than West 
Springifield as it does not see the same benefit 
from the Big E financially. There are no taxes from 
the Big E to count on. It does, however, employ 
some additional part-time help from”Agawam and 
there probably are certain types of businesses 
that show a profit, such as restaurants and conve- 
nient stores. 

The Agawam Chamber survey also showed a 
split an the question of how the Big E expansion 
would affect their business. Thirty-eight percent 
said it would have a positive impact, 36% said it 
would have a negative impact, and 26% said it 
would not make a difference. The Chamber could 
not support something that showed its member- 
ship divided on the issue. 

On a separate issue, the same survey had also 
shown an overwhelming support (86%) for the 
Chamber to actively support Phase Two of the 
Route 57 Extension. - 

Welker stated that the Chamber hopes to con- 
tinue surveying its membership throughout: his 
term on important issues so that it can better 
serve its members and become a more visible 
force for the business community in Agawam.

Stocks Vs. Bonds: Some 
Basic Market Differences 


You probably can make a prediction just as well 
as any of the experts about which direction stock 
and bond markets will be moving during the rest 
of 1993. The common theme these days seems to 
be uncertainty—not surprising given the political 
climate in the U.S. and globally. So, should you 
put some of your money in stocks or in bonds? 

lt depends on your financial goals. Both 
markets performed fairly well last year, but this 
may not be the case in 1993. Over the long term, 
however, stocks and bonds have done well com- 
pared to other investments; they both have the 
potential to outpace inflation. Here are some dif- 
ferences between them. 

Purchasing stocks. Stock prices move up and 
down in response to news specifically about a 
company, generally about the economy or even to 
seemingly unrelated world events. Rising or fall- 
ing prices of stocks on a day-to-day basis, 
however, generally shouldn’t be of great concern 
to you. It’s more important to watch the long-term 
performance. As long as a company’s stock price 
remains stable or trends upward, just stay on the 
course you planned. 

You, as an investor in stocks, need to decide 
what kind of investment approach you’re comfor- 
table with. A more conservative approach would 
entail investing in larger, more established com- 
panies. These companies usually pay dividends 
to shareholders because they don’t need the 
money for expansion. Remember, dividends are 
taxable, even if reinvested. 

A more aggressive approach might mean in- 
vesting in younger growth companies, which tend 
to use any earnings for growing the business. This 
usually means little, if any, in the way of 
dividends. Investors in these companies look for 
stock price appreciation rather than dividend in- 
come. 

Buying bonds. Bonds, unlike stocks, tend to 
provide investors with a predictable, fixed in- 
come. Further, bondholders are the first to be 
paid—ahead of stockholders—should the com- 
pany go under. 

Bond prices are driven by interest rate move- 
ment. When interest rates go up, bond prices go 
down and yields go up; when interest rates fall, 
bond prices go up and yields go down. 

You can buy bonds with maturities which range 
up to 30 years; cashing them in early will mean 
lower earnings. Here again, a long-term perspec- 
tive is best. 

Cities sell municipal bonds to help finance 

- various projects. General obligation bonds are us- 
ed to finance roads, sewer systems, schools, and 
other public projects. These generally are the 
safest because they are backed by the full faith 
and credit of the issuer. 

Revenue bonds are used to finance develop- 
ment such as shopping centers. The risk is a little 
greater because these bonds are backed by 
revenues from the project. Industrial revenue 
bonds are issued by a city on behalf of corpora- 
tions, which then are responsible for paying back 
the bonds. These are a more risky—albeit poten- 
tially more profitable—investment. 

Bonds are rated by agencies, with the safest 
given an ‘‘AAA” rating. Municipal bonds generally 
can be bought in units of $5,000 to $10,000, 
although sometimes there is a $20,000 minimum. 
Smaller investments may get less attractive 
prices. 

If you’re not sure which route might be the best 
for you, or which stocks and bonds might best fit 
your financial goals, ask a financial planner to 
help determine the investments which will work 
best for you.

How To Take The 
Nightmare Out Of Packing 


by John Schuler 


You’re elated—you just closed on your dream 
house. Now it’s time to move. It isn’t until you 
throw open the closet, pull out the drawers, and 
unlock the storage unit.that you realize you have 
more material possessions than a traveling cir- 
cus. 

The key to a smooth move is organization. Here 
are some simple tips to help you keep your sanity 
intact during this tumultuous time: 

e If you decide to hire a professional mover, get 
more than one bid. Rates vary depending on how 
many hours and how much manpower you will 
need. Make the same inquiries about truck rental 
rates. : 

e Invest in good boxes, with appropriate 
dividers. Purchase plenty of newsprint (without 
ink) for wrapping. Both are available from moving 
companies. Blankets, linens, and towels are also 
good for protecting breakables. Divide them into 
categories—kitchen, bedroom, bathroom, etc. 
Label the contents of each box and where they 
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belong on outside of the carton. 

e When packing dishware, start-with a bed of 
crumpled newsprint; use double—thick newsprint 
and stack four to five plates with paper in—bet- 
ween and “stand” them on their edges. With pots 
and pans, nest smaller items inside larger ones. 
China and stemware should be wrapped in- 
dividually. Place glass upright, not sideways. _ 

e Clothes can remain on hangers and hung in 
wardrobe boxes. Suitcases and large garbage 
bags also make good transport units. 

e Put all valuables—jewelry, birth certificates, 
marriage license, car titles, etc., in a separate 
place that stays with you so they don’t get lost in 
the shuffle. Hand carry valuables and other 
valuable treasures. 

e Two weeks before moving, prepare your 
change-of-address cards. Notify your post office, 
bank, utility, insurance, and credit card com- 
panies. Don’t forget to have your medical records 
and children’s school records transferred, if 
necessary. 

e When your old house is empty, conduct a 
thorough inspection. Check closets, crawl 
spaces, the attic, basement, and all nooks and 
crannies.

There’s Now Hope For Individuals 
Suffering From RP Disease

Findings recently published in the Archives of 
Ophthalmology indicate that patients with 
Retinitis Pigmentosa (RP) taking 15,000 IU of 
vitamin A daily would retain useful vision for 
seven more years than those not undergoing 
treatment. 


Retinitis Pigmentosa is an inherited disease of 
the retinal photoreceptors which causes night 
blindness early on in the disease. This progresses 
to further loss of peripheral vision to tunnel vi- 
sion, with eventual loss of visual acuity. This is 
one of the most devastating retinal diseases 
since very little useful vision remains. 

Although the vitamin A treatment is not a cure, 
it is the first means of treating RP. The form of 
vitamin A taken in the study was the palmitate 
form. A beta-carotene supplement was not a 


suitable substitute for vitamin A palmitate. 

No greater level of vitamin A was found to be 
beneficial than the 15,000 IU. In fact, levels 
greater than 25,000 IU have been known to cause 
harmful side effects (such as liver disease) over 
the long term. Therefore, taking greater amounts 
of vitamin A will not give greater benefits in RP. 

Another interesting finding of this study was 
that vitamin E (taken 400 IU daily) actually ac- 
celerated the rate of vision loss in RP. 

For those with RP, it is advised to consult your 
eye care practitioner before beginning vitamin A 
therapy. Blood levels of vitamin A should be 
checked, and those with liver disease may needa 
modification in dosage. 

Vitamin A palmitate (and not beta carotene) 
should be used, and high doses of vitamin E 
should be avoided.

kids who are seriously injured because they 
mishandle fireworks. 

“As the Fourth of July approaches it is impor- 
tant to remember that fireworks, other than for 
licensed public display, are illegal in Massa- 
chusetts,” said Shirley LaRoche, R.N., coor- 
dinator, Western Massachusetts Safe Kids Coali- 
tion based at Baystate Medical Center Children’s 
Hospital. 

The Consumer Product Safety Commission 
estimates approximately 11,200 people were 
treated for fireworks-related injuries in 1991. 
Children under age 15 are most frequently involv- 
ed in fireworks-related injuries. 

Almost 50 percent of those treated in emergen- 
cy rooms are under age 15. Fireworks usually 
cause burns to the eyes, face and hands, and 
most often happen when a firecracker explodes in 
someone’s hand, is dropped on a foot or explodes

in a pocket. 

“Kids need to be taught early that fireworks are 
illegal in Massachusetts,” said LaRoche. 

She noted that the safest way to enjoy 
America’s celebration of independence this year 
is by attending official fireworks celebrations. 
And, when attending an official fireworks celebra- 
tion, the Safe Kids Coalition recommends the 
following precautions: 

* Establish a safe viewing area outdoors. The 
best and safest view is at least 500 feet away from 
the display site. 

* Establish emergency procedures. Should a 
wayward firework drop into your viewing area and 
ignite someone’s clothing, teach your children to 
“stop, drop and roll.” 

“Children need guidance and parents need to 
take a leadership role in safety education when 
dealing with the issue of illegal fireworks,” 


LaRoche said, adding, “Be sure to make your holi- 
day both festive and safe.”

Michael Crichton the novelist really knows how 
to tell a story, and Steven Spielberg has no equal 
when it comes to developing special effects. It 
should be a match made in heaven... 

However, their collaboration—Spielberg’s 
treatment of Crichton’s book Jurassic Park—is long 
on stunning special effects but short on plot, leav- 
ing the best parts of the book untouched. 

Rated PG-13, the film is definitely not for young 
children; its dinosaurs are both menacingly 
viscious and visually awesome. 

It seems a millionaire industrialist has manag- 
ed to clone dinosaurs by extracting the blood of 
insects trapped in amber milleniums before. By 
replacing missing strands in the DNA they have 
brought dinosaurs to life, breeding them for the 
most spectacular theme park of all time: Jurassic 
Park, home to veciloraptors, brontosaurs, 
diplodocus, and many more. 

Enter the child-hating paleontologist and his 
crew to give credence to the living exhibits and 
the story is on its way, skipping over the first 60 or 
80 pages of the book and plunging into the 
maelstrom with virtually no lead-in. 

It’s too bad that the hero had to be a kid-hater 
when the book’s character was so enthusiastic 
about sharing his knowledge of prehistory with 
kids of all ages. 

Sam Neill and Laura Dern, teamed with Jeff 
Goldblum as a statistics wiz, have little to do but 
gawk and stare and look awed by the creatures 
they’ve only encountered in digs. 

Richard Attenborough is portrayed as the lov- 
ing grandfather whose dreams of the spectacular 
have gone awry when he would have been far 
more effective in the more menacing style of the 
text. 

The kids are great and they do have the best 
parts; sitting in a tree watching a dinosaur munch 
leaves at your fingertips is the stuff childhood fan- 
tasies are made of. It happens here, and it’s 
wonderful. 

Jurassic Park sets new standards in the realm of 
special effects; it’s time to mix that standard with 
a meatier story. 

Jurassic Park, despite it hype geared for younger 
kids, is not for younger kids. The dinosaurs runn- 
ing amok are scary; there is violence, though a 
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DANNY MADIGAN (Austin O’Brien) tries to prove to a bruised and beaten Jack Slater (Ar- 
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nold Schwarzenegger) that they really are in a movie in “‘Last Action Hero.”

Whoever it was that said there wasn’t a cure for 
the summertime blues was wrong, because the 
following films from comedy master Eddie Mur- 
phy are sure to crack you up. 


* Beverly Hills Cop 

Director: Martin Brest. 1984. Rated R. I hour and 45 
minutes. Starring: Eddie Murphy, Lisa Eilbacher, 
Judge Reinhold, and John Ashton. 

Eddie Murphy plays a cop from Detroit named 
Axel Foley in this hilarious caper comedy. The 
natural humor of Murphy’s presence in this film, 
along with an equally humorous supporting cast, 
make: this film a winner. 

After his friend is killed, Foley takes a leave of 
absence to track down his friend’s murderers. His 
trek lands him in the high-class area of Beverly 
Hills, where he teams with a duo of less-than- 
perfect cops. 

The film attains its many laughs from the situa- 
tions that Foley gets into and the ways he gets 
out of them. His relationship with the Beverly 
Hills Police Department is less than cordial, thus 
adding the needed ingredient for much of the 
film’s conflicts. 

Be prepared for the usual profanity that is, un- 
fortunately, present in Eddie’s films. On the 
positive side, however, Beverly Hills Cop is a strong 
enough film that is not weighed down by the foul 
language and ultimately proves to be a good ex- 
perince.

Eddie Murphy returns as Axel Foley in this se- 
quel to Beverly Hills Cop that provides everything 
the first film did plus a little more action and 
suspense. 

Foley teams with his two unlikely partners 
again in Beverly Hills to solve the mystery of the 
“alphabet capers.” As much as this may sound 
like a rehash of the original, Beverly Hills Cop II has 
enough strength to stand on its own successfully. 

As is necessary with any sequel, natural exten- 
sions and progressions from the first film are 
prevalent in the area of character development 
and plot development. It is quite apparent that the 
bond between Foley and his partners in crime 
fighting is still intact from Beverly Hills Cop. 

The script is also worth commenting on 
because it is a departure from the first film’s.

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Consul General From Denmark Visits 
Project S.E.E. To Discuss Nazi 


Project S.E.E. students from Robinson Park and 
Clark Elementary Schools met Leis Donde, consul 
general from Denmark to the United States, to 
hear a recounting of his experience as a six year- 
old Danish Jew during World War Il. ; 

Donde drove in from New York to talk to the 
fourth graders on Monday, June 14th, at the 
Agawam Public Library, through an invitation by 
their instructor, Ann Bradford. 

The students had just finished reading Lois 
Lowry’s Number the Stars, a children’s novel which 
won her a Newbery Award. The book told a fic- 
tional story about a family hidden from the Ger- 
man Nazis, and Mrs. Bradford thought it might be 
interesting for the students to speak with so- 
meone who had actually escaped from life in Den- 
mark during the German takeover. 

Donde began explaining what is now referred to 
as “the Danish miracle” (the escape of 7,000 to 
8,000 Jews from Denmark to neutral Sweden) by 
telling them about the historical events of 1943. 

He said, “Germany had annexed part of 
Czechoslovakia and Austria. The first country to 
be taken by force was Poland. 

“The Germans decided to occupy Norway in 
order to prevent the Allied Forces from coming in- 
to Norway and through Scandinavia to reach the 
Germans. In order to do this, the Germans had to 
go through Denmark,” he said. 

The history lesson continued, and students 
learned that under protest, the king and parlia- 
ment of Denmark allowed Germans to enter the 
country. But military demands grew harsh, and 
finally ‘the Danes refused to obey the Nazis and 
stepped down from the government on August 
29th, 1943.” 

Jews Living In Fear In Denmark 

That was the setting of Donde’s country when 
his family and the rest of the Jewish community 

lived in fear, knowing the German military had 
already sent many other Jewish communities to 
concentration camps. 

Donde said, ‘‘In the last week of September, the 
Jewish community was warned that the congrega-

tion was in jeopardy. Even the date, the eve of the 
vewish New Year in October, was given in the war- 
mince : 

e continued, ‘‘More than 90 percent of the 
Danish Jewish community was able to escape 
from the Nazis.” 

Other reasons ‘“‘the Danish miracle” succeeded 
were also noted by Donde. “First, they had a warn- 
ing with most of them living ‘near Copenhagen. 
The Germans had not had time to patrol the 
waters after its takeover in August. Also, Sweden 
declared it would welcome the Jewish community 
and give them safe haven from the Germans.” 

Showing students on a map the escape route 
that “passed only about one mile away from 
Shakespeare’s Elsinore Castle (from the play 
Hamlet),’’ Donde explained that “all kinds of in- 
genious ways were being used to help these peo- 
ple to safety.” 

He noted, “They were hidden in hospitals, 
and churches because everybody 
helped.” 

Donde recanted his childhood under German 
rule, saying, “‘l remember the night sky being com- 
pletely bright from sabotage fires. There was a 
curfew and we had to keep our blinds down to not 
let out the light to keep the British bombers from 
hitting their targets. 

| clearly remember the Germans wore green 
uniforms and long, black leather boots,” he said. 

He continued, “l remember one day my parents 
telling me we must put on as many of our clothes 
as possible and leave immediately.” 

The Donde family left on foot and went by train 
to the southern islands to find one of the escape 
routes. Together, 17 refugees boarded “‘a very old 
fishing boat run by three young men who had 
never before piloted a boat.” 

Hiding Aboard A Boat 

Donde told the entranced audience, ‘‘We had to 
go down in the hole and lie down on the floor, 
which smelled of fish. It had guns there which we 
were supposed to use*to protect ourselves if 
anything happened.” 


And happen it did. Somehow, Donde had fallen 
asleep thinking this was an adventure (for a six 
year-old boy), and that because his father was 
there, everything would be fine. 

He awoke to wailing women and stopping 
engines. The sea was starting to get rough, and 
the German patrols had managed to locate them. 

Donde remembered, ‘“‘We were very, very close 
to German enemy mine fields. The young skippers 
decided to run through the mine fields, knowing 
the German patrol boat was much larger and pro- 
bably would not follow. 

“They didn’t and we were very lucky. It took us 
11 hours to complete what could have been a 
20-minute trip farther up the coast,’ Donde said. 

He concluded the story of his escape by telling 
students, “Perhaps the most dramatic part of our 
voyage to Sweden was the fact that two hours 
later, the boat we were on sunk.” 

In Sweden, Donde told students how his family 
had to begin over. He said they lived there for 1% 
years and when they returned to their apartment 
in Denmark, there was nothing left. 

Students and Children’s Librarian Jean Hoff- 
mann presented Donde with a bouquet of flowers 
and a book of Agawam’s town history to thank 
him for coming and sharing his history with our 
community. Refreshments were served, and 
students had the opportunity to question Donde 
about his work as a counsel general. 

Donde told students, ‘‘l represent my country, 
institutions, and offices of my country. | have to 
help Danes that get into difficulties while visiting 
other countries, too. 

“It is very diversified. My office is used to pro- 
cess documentation for immigrants and for fin- 
ding buyers for Danish imports and showings for 
our artists. The idea is to promote Denmark in the 
United States,” he said. 

One student asked Donde how many languages 
he spoke, and he replied, “Danish, the Scandina- 
vian languages, English, Spanish, and working 
French and German—not very many.”

When you install a player in the clean-up spot in 
the batting order, you would like to see some 
clutch hits that result in run production along with 
some power in tight spots in a ballgame.

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Agawam Auto School Hoping 
To Shake Early Season Slump

The defending Tri-County League baseball 
champion Agawam Auto School had fallen on 
hard times lately and it was starting to wear on 
the team in a big way. 

The team needed a spark—something big to 
snap them out of their recent doldrums. 
Somebody had to step up and make a epee con- 
tribution. And, the tough Chicopee Falls Tigers 
were headed into town for a Friday night (June 
18th) showdown at Agawam High School. 

The game may prove memorable for several dif- 
ferent reasons, but both teams had to be happy to 
escape with a 5-5 tie in a game that was called 
due to darkness. 

The Auto School (4-6-1) took an early lead in the 
ballgame with some clutch hitting and beautiful 
infield defense. Pitcher Jim Walker had the Tigers 
beating the ball into the ground, and the Auto 
School was making all the: plays behind him. _ 

It was a good, healthy start for a ballclub look- 
ing for answers. But, just as suddenly, the 
defense unravelled along with the tempers of the 
bench brigade, and Agawam was quickly looking 
up at a three-run deficit, largely due to its own 
misgivings. 

With a heavy cloud of emotion hanging over the 
field, the Auto School staged a most improbable 
three-run, sixth-inning rally to leave the diamond 
feeling better about themselves as they headed 
into weekend action. 

Jeff Kramer, the Agawam third baseman, set 
the tone early by whipping a strong throw to first 
to nip Steve Martocchio on a chopper down the 
line. Brian Griffin made a terrific play in the short- 
stop hole to rob Dave Girouard, and then Walker 
got Brian Wroth to hit an “at ‘em”’ ball at Griffin to 
end the top of the first. 

Jed Breitbart hit a ball similar to Martocchio’s 
to lead the Agawam first, but the little speedster 
simply outran the baseball and gave the Auto 
School a lead baserunner. He stole second and 
then was able to cruise home (easily) when Griffin 
ripped a Marek Drabinski offering up the chute in 
left-center for an RBI triple. Ray Burgess bounced 
to short to plate Griffin, and the Auto School look- 
ed to be in good shape. 

A Walk For Chicopee To Lead Second Inning 

Chicopee’s Drabinski walked leading the se- 
cond inning and moved to second on a passed 
ball by Agawam catcher Frank Mochak. Two outs 
later, Steve Mezzetti lofted a potential inning- 
ending popup towards second base. But, Burgess 
mispipyed it for an error and the run crossed the 
plate. 

Martocchio’s speed should have been off the 
bases again in the top of the third when he struck- 


out leading off, but Mochak didn’t handle the 
pitch and then threw high and wild to first base, 
allowing the speedster to reach. The Auto School 
ultimately paid when a stolen base, a wild pitch, 
and a sacrifice fly got him to the promised land. 

Jason Wooley, the Auto School rightfielder, 
made a brilliant, diving catch on the sacrifice fly, 
and the Agawam club thought that Martocchio 
had left early. They made the appeal that was 
subsequently denied and the game was knotted 
at 2-2. 

About this time, tensions mounted on the AAS 
bench and the team aired some of its dirty laundry 
along the third base line. This group has always 
been competitive and demonstrative in the com- 
munication process and Friday night escalated to 
a new level. But, there was a game to play and the 
action was ongoing. 

Chicopee Falls got a sinking lead double from 
Mezzetti in the fourth, and Dan Florence’s 
sacrifice bunt was dropped by a late-covering 
Burgess at first base. That served to open the 
floodgates for a three-run inning as Martocchio 
and Girouard blooped singles into rightfield and 
Wroth ripped a sacrifice fly to center. It was 5-2 
heading to the bottom of the fourth. 

Walker continued to pitch a fine game. He went 
the route and allowed just five hits, no walks, no 
earned runs—and no luck. 

Agawam got a baserunner aboard in the fourth 
and the fifth. Both were wiped out on double 
plays. It didn’t look too good for the home team as 
the darkness began to roll into Agawam. 

Tough Task For Agawam 

The Auto Schoo! had the guys coming to bat 
that they wanted coming to bat in the sixth. Griffin 
(3-4 on the day) smoked a single leading off, and 
Burgess cranked an off-field hit to left. Drabinski 
was removed in favor of hard-throwing lefty Jim 
Croteau, and Bob Altobelli drew the tough assign- 
ment. 

There was a long wait as Drabinski strapped on 
the catcher’s gear and Croteau tried to get 
himself loose. Altobelli took his practice rips and 
then stood in there as the tying run. 

The little powerpack got a high inside fastball 
on the first offering from Croteau, and it went out 
just a bit faster than it arrived. Alto had crushed 
the ball up the gap in right-center, and Griffin zip- 
ped home to score and Burgess cruised into third. 
Big John Henneberry was next and he promptly 
blooped a two-run single to right-center that tied 
the ballgame. 

The Auto Schoo! was unable to plate the run for 
the victory and both teams went in order in a 
murky seventh inning.

Week Number 10... 
Golf Tip Of The Week

Mistake—Overswing 

Beginning golfers with weak arms or 
faulty grips often compound their dif- 
ficulties by overswinging—letting the 
club droop down toward the ground at the 
height of the backswing. 

This results in a loss of control over the 
shot to be made, and it often accounts for 
the embarrassment suffered by all begin- 
ners of an absolute miss. The jerky arm 
motion of the overswing tends to pull the 
chin up, adding disaster to disaster. 

Correction 

Sometimes lighter or slightly shorter 
golf clubs are the answer to overswing- 
ing. Most often, however, determination 
is needed to hold onto that grip and to 
keep the left arm straight as it goes into 
the backswing. 

Hand and arm exercises can be of 
some help to the young, aspiring golfer. 
Here again, a mental picture of where the 
backswing should be overhead should 
help to put it there at the right time. That 
chin should be trained to stay tucked into 
the shoulder, too.
